1 HE NAME MEETING-HOUSE. 
Its PreOahlo On,), -h • latorestlatf 

Church, as a nuine for a house of wor- 
ship, la no* a nioru dignified word than 
meeting-house. Its associations are 
solemn and sacred, while those of mecv- 
ing-hnusr are social and to some minds 
almost ludicrous. Witness Lowell's 
line: 

'When I've once made up my mind no meet 
lng-houie Is sotter." 

Hut in the l>cgiiiii!ng it was not ao. 
The name meeting-house was probably 
mggeated to the Puritans by a text 
f.imiliar to them but forgotten by many 
of their descendnnte. 

The "Tent of Meeting," which in tho 
revised version haa been substituted 
for "Tabernacle of the Congregation," 
is a change for the better, and had been 
proposed long before by Hishop Patrick. 
It ia an exact equivalent of meeting- 
house In the eyes of tcnt-dwellem. 

No doubt it was ao in the view of tho 
pilgrims, who knew a Scriptural rea- 
ron for the name. This tent was so 
failed, not as the place where man met 
with man, but as the sjiot where the 
sacred historian declares thot Cod first 
met with Moses nlon<\nnd tin n with tho 
people of laranl, It was the door of 
thla tent (the only house of tent-dwell- 
cra) of meeting, or meeting-house, con- 
cerning which the Divine dechuntlon la 
made in Exodus 2;,:2J: "There I will • 
meet with thee, and 1 will commune 
with thee ... of all things which 
1 will give thee In commandment," and 
also In Exodus 29:43: "There (In the 
meeting-hoi.se) I will meet with the 
children of Israel." 

The earliest meetings of the Pilgrim 
fathers in England were at the house of 
Elder Koblnson, and were us far ns poa- 
sible secret in order to ovoid persecu- 
tors. They never built a house of wor- 
ship in England, nnd ns lias been shown 
by the painstaking researches of fieorge 
Sumner, they never bad one In Holland, 
Their meetings there, if not in a hired 
ball, were in the house of the same 
lioliinson, "which was large and the 
scene of the farewell feast prepared for 
the emigrating Pilgrims by those who 
remained in Leyden." (Sumner, p. 51.) 

The earliest occurrence of the won! 
meeting-house that, hiui met the eye of 
the writer is in OoT, Hradford's "His- 
tory of the Plimoulh (sic) Plantation," 
so strangely lost and yet more strangely 
found. Regarding the earliest reli- 
gious building in Puritan America the 
governor's words lire these; "Th:» 
summer (1C22) they (the men of Ply- 
mouth) built a fort both strong and

FROZEN MILK BLOCKS. 
O^whiK'n I» Bnlldlnir a Pima* for Their 



Milk may be bought by the brick In 
summer, just the wine as some kinda of 
Ice cream. It will be frozen solid, 
though, nnd If Intended for use as aoon 
aa received In the household the lacteal 
fluid for the tea or coffee will hare to 
be chipped off with the handle of the 
knife or fork, according to the quan- 
tity desired in the drink. Perhnpa at 
the Wnldorf, at Delmonlco's and other 
resorts of the wealthy the frosen mHk 
may be seen In cubes, like sugar, or in 
pats, like butter, and a mnn may order 
a lump of milk with his coiree and rolls, 
as well as a lump of sugar or "another 
pat of butter, please." 

From a fnd frozen milk haa grown to 
be more or less of a necessity In th« 
warmer countries In Europe, and some 
of the larger dairymen In and about 
New York are seriously discussing the 
practicability of Introducing the cus- 
tom as an experiment. It Is claimed 
that if the milk should be first frozen 
It is just as impervious to the (fathering 
of disease germs as is boiled milk or 

Many persons do not take kindly to 
the ide,n of frozen milk, or even nre- 
served milk. Fresh milk In cans, they 
claim, can be kept fresh for 16 houri, 
and If It does not remain sweet for the 4 
length of time they conclude that the 
milk was not fresh when pour;d into 
the cans, or that thu cans were no*, 
clean. 

The trade In foreign Importations of 
frozen milk and cream is yet in Its In- 
fancy, but advices recently received by 
American dairymen indicate that the 
Industry will be speedily developed to 
greater proportions, especially «n Hol- 
land. The Belginn government design.* 
• to increase the trade at nn annual out 
lay of $50,000, and in Copenhagen, th" 
capital of Denmark, a company has 
been formed nnd nrrangementn have 
been completed for the regular export 
of frozen milk. The necessary plant has 
been erected nnd contracts have been 
made already for the delive ry of 110,000 
pounds per week, which will be sent to 
nil parts of the world in bricks or blocks 
like Ice. 

If the linea laid down In European 
countries were closely followed the 
health inspector would arrange these 
lists so thnt simultaneous occurrence 
of Infectious diseases In a number o» 
families screed by the »ame ice-milk- 
man would he promptly discovered nnd 
the mischief checked.— X. V. Journal.

Evaporating is a good way of snving 
fruit when there is not a good market 
for it.

Cultivate all orchards sparingly now. 
Give the trees time to ripen their wood 
before winter. 

When there is nn over-supply of fruit 
the fallen fruit can be fed to the hogs 
to good advantage. 

In sending any kind of fruit to mar- 
ket It will pay to sort carefully before 
packing for shipment. 

In the selection of trees for plant- 
ing look carefully after the roots and 
see thnt they arc all right. 

One advantage with low-headed trees 
is that it is easier to gather the fruit 
from them w hen it is ripe.

A cow must 
have the patience of Job to stand quiet- 
ly and be milked, while the flies are 
sucking blood from almost every part 
of her body; sud because she kicks and 
flops her tail around to drive off these 
pasts, the patience of the milker be- 
comes taxed, and the poor beast la too 
frequently beaten and kicked, because 
■be tries to rid herself of the flies that 
are biting her. Try a dark atable for 
milking, and you will never be satisfied 
without one thereafter.— Rural World. 



"In the past two yean 
quantities of paria green have been 
sold to growers, much of which win 
or very inferior quality. The results 
were equa'Ar ht ?v>r, ami many grow- 
t rs huve thus become premised nguinst 
its use. Samples of paris green have 
been examined with astonishing results. 
Several tamples, although of nearly the 
tame shade of color as the pure paris 
green, were found to bo a mixture of 
Prussian blue nnd chromu yellow, clay 
nnd chalk. Others were lound to con- 
taiu no rjsenlous acid. In many cases 
the fault lies with the fruit growers 
themseh es, for we have continually ad- 
vised them to use the pur* article, which 
costs '40 tent* per pound. This advice 
has been disregarded to a considerable 
extent end the cheapest grades have 
been purchased, with ttttia or no re- 
s jits. It was only last week thnt an ex- 
tensive apple grower visited severnl 
stores in quest of paris green, lefused 
the pure at 20 cents, and had a large 
quantity shipped to him at *% cents per 
pound. You can therefore imagine the 
results te will have."— rocitto Kural 
Press. 

Drink Water for Disease. 

It is possible, to prevent many dis- 
eases and cure others by drinking largo 
quantltiesof water. An eminent French 
physlclau says typhoid fever can bo 
washed out of the system by wnter. 
He gives his patients what would 
amount to eight or ten ounces an hout 
of sterilised water. Experiments hsYfs 
been made with diseases caused by bne- 
terla which demonstrate tho curative 
vulue of water. In cases of cholera, 
where the system secretes a large 
amount of fluid, enormous quantities of 
hot water are of great benefit aud will 
cur* many cases without other medi- 
cines. One doctor says that perfectly 
sweet, fresh elder, taken In large quan- 
tities, has been known to cure diseases 
of bowel complaint. The acid kills the 
bucteila, which are speedily thrown out 
of the system. Hot water In fevers is 
of great us*, and an ordinary tumbler- 
f u| of water aa hot as can be tuken once 
ah hour is one of the very b*st remedies. 
The Important thing is to get Into the 
system and out of It a sufficient 
amount of water to preveajt the accumu- 
lation of ptomaines and loxlua within 
Lhs body. -N. Y. Tim**,

ANSWERS THAT DIDN'T ANSWER. 

Mr. Stallings attempted te 
Timberlakes questions. Tbe Mobile 
Register says of his answers: 

Some one remarked not long ago that 
if a man were to start out to demonstrate 
that the moon is made of green cheese 
he would have an up-hill job of it; but a 
wit replied that such would not be the 
case If those who heard him were already 
of the opinion that the moon is made of 
that material. Under the hypothesis laid 
down by the wit, there were, we doubt 
not, some in Saturday night's audience In 
Mobile who were pleased with Mr. Stal- 
lings's answer to the questions pro- 
pounded by Mr. Timberlake; but tho»e 
listeners who were there for information 
and expected to obtain it trom the 
speaker relumed home as empty-handed 
as they came 

It is only by violent use of tbe word 
that Mr. Stallings can be said to have 
swered the questions. He devoted bis 
attention to five of tbe thirteen questions, 
and, wc must confess, gave no sort ef 
satisfactory answer to any one of them. 
He excused himself from "answering" 
the others by saying that the hour was 
late and he would not longer detain the 
assembly: but tbe conclusion is unavoid- 
able Hint having failed to answer any <me 
of the fl»e questions he would hare failed 
as well with the other eight. 

Mr. Stallings made a good, loud speech 
He kept the audience amused. He dis- 
tricted their attention from the issue by 
a kind of oratorical legerdemain. When, 
however, bis argument la put In cold 
typp, and carefully scanned it Is found to 
be fustian throughout. There is literally 
nothing in it. 

The first question was one which, 
answered satisfactorily, would bave been 
a sufficient answer to tbe others, as the 
others were simply an elaboration in de 
tail of the first. Mr. Timberlake asked, 
Will the free coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1 increase the rate of wages 
paid the workingmen in the Lnited 
States? If you say it will, please name 
me some free coinage country in which 
the workingmen are paid wages as high 
sb they now receive in the United States?' 

The question wont to the root of the 
matter. If free coinage is to win en its 
its whole case must be summed 
up in the answer to this question. Con 
gressman Stallings had the open books of 
the past experience of our own and other 
great countries from which to take the 
materials lor his reply. He must have 
bad fresh in his mind the elaborate dis 
cussions of the past five years bearing 
upon this question by the leading men of 
the civilized world. He contented himself 
and discouraged bis party friends by re 
plying, "I will answer that question by 
asking another: Can my friend name me 
a gold standard country where laborers 
much wages as our free American 
laborers?'' 

The American laborer is not Interested 
In the rate of wages paid in other gold 
standard countries, but he Is most vitally 
interested in tbe question of his ability 
to maintain tbe present rate of wages, 
and the purchasing power of tbe dollar 
in wbich his wages will be paid In tbe 
vent of a change in America from a geld 
to a silver standard of values. Congress- 
man Stallings and other Democratic lead- 
ers cannot put aside tbe question by the 
Ysnkee trick of asking another. Tbe 
question Is too big. too far reaching In Ita 
consequences to be answered by a plat- 
form Jest or put aside with a high sound- 
ing tribute to tbe superiority of Ameri- 
can labor. 

Mr. Stallings did not content himself, 
however, with rhetoric regarding Ameri- 
can labor and with answering qne ques- 
tion by asking another. He actually at- 
tempted 1 , to make one of Mr. Tinherraka's 
question]) answer another of Mr. Timber-

third question. Which was as follows: 

Third— Mr. Bryan and other advocates 
of free coinage claim that it will Increase 
the price of all commodities. If it should 
increase the price of things which the 
workingman has to buy and does not cor- 
respondingly increase bis wages, will be 
not be most seriously affected by the 
change? 

He said: "You cannot take a falsa 
premise and reach a correct conclusion." 
But instead of showing what false pre- 
mise Mr. Timberlake bad taken he de- 
clared tbat tbls third question was an- 
swered by Mr. Timberlske's fourth ques- 
tion. This he then read, as follows: 

Fourth— Is It true that between 1860 
snd 1863, when the currency was inflated 
with paper, that the price of all commo- 
s rose 116 per cent , while wages 
rose only 43 per cent?" 

Commenting upon this that It was id 
admission that wages bad risen, but 
avoiding explaining why they had not 
risen in the same proportion as tbe prices 
of commodities— an explanation which 
would have really answered the third 
question— he turned to Mr. Russell, and 
shaking his finger playfully in his race, 
said: "I know where you got tbat, Ed. 
You got tbat from the Report on Labor, 
didn't you?" Mr. Russell replied that he 
was not on the witness stand; and. the 
speaker assured him that he ought to 
have gotten tbe minority report on the 
same subject. 

This colloquy, and the Intimation that 
Mr. Russell was the discoverer or the 
questions propounded by Mr. Timberlake 
caused much amusement, and a burst of 
laughter followed, in the midst of which, 
witli a victorious flourish of his arms, 
Mr. Stallings Jumped over the fifth ques- 
tion and cried out in a loud tone of voice: 
"Now, then, for the sixth question!" 
The believers in tbe green cheese theory 
shouted with delight; but men who had 
come there to 'earn looked at one another 
with astonishment. 

Of the fourteen millions of men alio 
will vote next November, an overwhelm- 
ing majority will come from the work 
shops.

liked him. We must not war on laud- 
able city pride, or with the idea of pull- 
ing ourselves up at any time, try to 
pall others down. Hoston must con- 
tinue to point to its I'oneuil Hall and 
to Its common, and to its superior edu- 
cational advantages. Philadelphia 
must continue to point to Its Independ- 
ence hall, and its mint, and its Uirard 
college. Washington must continue 
to point to its wondrous capitoiine 
buildings. If I should find a man com- 
ing down from any city, having no 
pride in that city, "that city having 
been the place of his nativity, or now 
being the place of his residence, I 
would feel like asking: "What mean 
thing have you done there? What out- 
rageous thing have you been guilty 
of that you do not like the place?'' 

I think we ought— and I take it for 
granted you are interustcd in this great 
work of cvangc li/.iug the cities and 
saving the world— we ought to toil 
with the sunlight in our faces. We 
are not fighting In a miserable Hull 
Run of defeat. We are on our way to 
final victory. We are not following the 
rider on the black horse, leading us 
down to death and darkness and doom, 
but the rider on the white horse, with 
the moon under his feet and the stars 
of Heaven for his tiara.

Virtue 
will have taken the place of vice. There 
will be no orphan asylums, for parents 
will be able to leave a competency to 
their children. There will be no voting 
of large suras of money for some mu- 
nicipal Improvement, which moneys, 
before they get to the Improvements, 
drop into the pockets of those who 
voted them. No oyer and terminer 
kept up at vast expense to the people. 
No empaneling of juries to try theft 
and arson and murder and slander and 
blackmail. lietter factories, grader 
architecture, finer equipage, larger 
fortunes, richer opulence, better 
churches. 

In that better time, also, coming to 
those cities, Christ's churches will be 
more numerous.and they will be larger, 
and they will bo more devoted to the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, and they will 
accomplish greater influences for good.

CULTURE AND KNOWLEDGE, 
rhelr Difference Defined *Dd High Hopes 
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I refusion, so that one could hardly 
make use of it without seeming to be 

a superior person; yet, on the other 
hand, it expressed un idea for w hich no 
other word was quite so appropriate. 
1'eoplc meant by it more thun knowl- 
edge—more even thaj science and lit- 
-. at ure. They men nt by it science and 
literature taken up into the mind and 
made one with it, so that they formed 
part of its very substance in addition 
to its natural forces. 

No sooner did we provide the oppor- 
tunities and means of education than 
we had to encounter t!ic difficulty of 
so using them as not to overburden 
the mind. Everyone who had bad much 
experience an a teacher must often have 
met with cases in which the definition, 
"overcducnted for your intellect," 
would apply. The root >f the evil, how- 
ever, was seldom overeducation; indeed, 
it might be doubted whether there was 
such a thing. 

Overeducation was like the bete noir 
of bud political economists — overpro- 
duction, w hich reallj me. nt production 
that was badly organized, und, there- 
fore, did not supply what w«s really 
wanted, Overeducation meant educa- 
tion on the wrong thlnga ami on the 
wrong methods. In other words, it 
meant filling the mind with kinds of 
knowledge which were not fitted to 
draw forth its powers, or it meant that 
the projier kinds of knowledge had t-een 
conveyed In such a way thai they could 
COl l>e assimilated by the mind of the 
student. In considering what It v 
that constituted true culture H l 
necessary to avoid two opposite ■ 

the error of those who would sep- 
nrate culture from knowledge and the 
more common error of those w ho would .. 
simply identify it with knowledge. 

Speaking more particularly of cnl- 
ure and knowledge us the instrument 
..culture, he said wecould not now take 
he world at first hand. We inevitably 
u t ;is interpreted by great bodiea 
if literature and science, which had 
teen the result of the thought of those 
•ho hud gone before their. Therein 
cy our privilege und our danger -our 
privilege, because we had not now to 
•ope »ith all the heavy task of mak- 
ng the universe int. IHgible, but took,
